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Auditor Thrasher Is 


Again on the Beam 


State Auditor B. E. Thrasher made a 
quick recovery Friday from his intem- 
perate fit of temper to come through with 
his usual wise and sensible suggestions 
about the state’s fiscal affairs. 

Declaring that “every bit of our fi- 
nancial trouble was caused by expendi- 
tures not considered by the Legislature,” 
Mr. Thrasher suggested a constitutional 
amendment which would prohibit anyone 
from making any commitments in any 
one year in excess of the increase in the 
previous year’s income. 

The state auditor thus gets to the 
core of a problem which we have been 
writing about here for a number of years. 
Under present organizational structure 
the governor has tremendous power to 
spend state funds. Regardless of who he 
is, we have seen how terrific is the 
temptation to spend beyond state means 
and to commit the state to continued 
deficit spending in the succeeding ad- 
ministration. 

Gov. Vandiver right now is trying to 
find a solution to fiscal woes he in- 
herited. He is in a position of having to 
say no on commitments made in previous 
years. He is having to resist pressures 
for continued state handouts for pro- 
grams for which the money has run out. 

Auditor Thrasher points out the state 
is now spending $42,500,000 annually 
that was not appropriated directly by 
the Legislature. It is discretionary spend- 
ing by the governor with legislative sanc- 
tion. It permits him thus to allot sur- 
plus funds to willy-nilly projects as he 
sees fit. It makes for bad politics and 
worse fiscal controls. 

Of course, not all the money was 
spent unwisely. But, as the auditor says, 
it was spent without proper consideration 
of the state’s tax structure. 

Spending by executive direction thus 
leads towards the situation in which we 
again find ourselves. Pressures are 
building up for more of the same. With- 
out complete reorganization and reori- 
entation, the process will continue into 
the future. Lack of foresight and plan- 
ning will be chronic. An attitude reminis- 
cent of the French king’s “After me the 
deluge” always will be tempting to any 
governor limited to a four-year term. — 

The governor should be spared this 
responsibility and this temptation. Gov. 
Vandiver has asked the General Assem- 
bly to accept its rightful role. Any re- 
organization plans should incorporate 
gome such plan as that of Auditor 
Thrasher to discourage treasury raiding 
as the favorite pastime of every Tom, 
Dick and Harry in the state.

Air Travel Price Cut 
Could Set Precedent 


That rarity of marvels, a mass trans- 
portation medium asking for a price 
slash on fares, finally has occurred. 

Airlines sought and readily obtained 
permission from the Civil Aeronautics 
Board to reduce the cost of night-coach 
plane tickets. 

The request represents a marked de- 
parture from customary procedure in the 
transportation field, including that of the 
airlines themselves a year ago in seek- 
ing and obtaining price increases in order 
to finance their entry into the jet age. 

The emphasis now, as far as journey 
by night is concerned, is upon the older 
economic concept that lowering the tab 
brings about an increase in volume. 
Certainly it has been well established in 
recent years that round after round of 
price raises in various fields of mass 
transportation results in a reduction of 
passengers. 

At any rate, the logic being employed 
by airlines in regard to night flights 
affords a welcome break as far as the 
public is concerned and has great promise 
of working well from the airlines’ stand- 
point. It could well be that it will set 
a valuable precedent.

Recently compiled statistics show that 
alumni and other friends of the Univer- 
sity of Georgia demonstrated their loy- 
alty well last year through financial sup- 
port of the institution. 

The alumni society’s annual drive 
brought in $92,844. Gifts from alumni and 
friends made through the University 
Foundation and direct to the university 
increased the total to $206,187, which 
placed the institution seventh in this cat- 
egory among tax-supported universities 
in the nation. 

Outside support from all sources add- 
ed up to $1,945,762. This was ninth high- 
est among the country’s tax-supported 
universities. 

Such giving speaks well for the es-

held. It also reflects a growing recogni- 
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tion of the role individuals, business 
firms, foundations, etc., must fill in help- 
ing to bridge the gap between the avail- 
ability of tax funds and needs of a 
growing university.

WASHINGTON—Vice President Nixon sent 
aloft in New York last week a fairly important 
“trial balloon’ on how to negotiate future agree- 


But for all practical purposes 
the prospects of any of the jobs 
seemed equally promising.

U.S. Ships To Look for Place _ 
To Penetrate Earth’s Crust

NEW YORK — Next month a 
squadron of U.S. research ships 
will assemble north of Puerto 
Rico and begin looking for a place 
to drill a hole through the crust 
of the earth. 

It will be the first field opera- 
tion in one of the most dramatic 
scientific projects of this genera- 
tion. The hole must be drilled 
through the ocean floor beneath 
several miles of water. 

The bore must Itself be several 
miles deep to penetrate the mys- 
terious ‘“‘Moho”’ and find out what 
the bulk of the world is really 
made of. Because this is its goal, 
the projected bore is known as the 
Mohole. 


Moho is an abbreviation for the 
Mohorovicic discontinuity, named 
for the Yugoslav who identified it. 
This is a layer below which, as 
shown by study of earthquake 
shocks, there is a sudden change 
in the nature of the material. It 
is regarded as the lower boundary 
of the earth’s crust. Below it 
lies the ‘‘mantle,”” which com- 
prises 80 per cent of the earth’s 
mass. Within the mantle lies the 
core. 


On its way to the Moho, the 
boring will pierce a half-mile of 
sediment, presumably laid down 
since life first began in the pri- 
mordial ocean. Cylindrical cores 
of sediment, brought up as the 


drill bores down, should provide a |

Unfortunately for Georgia Tech's 
track and field opposition, jumper-of- 
all-trades James Brantley received 
extra helpings of both ingredients. 


Counting those posted in winter 
indoor competition, Brantley has scored 
10042 points this year. He passed 100 
in Saturday's 74-62 victory over Geor- 
gia, placing first in high and low hurd- 
les and broad jump, tying for first in 
the high jump and running a leg with 
the winning mile relay team. 


It was the sort of afternoon 
Brantley had had in the State All- 
Classification high school meet 
three springs ago. It also was a 
day’s athletic work that many 
thought he would never accomplish 
again after last year’s iliness and 
injury. 


' 

Bue He was in a class by himself that 
year in the All-Class, winning the high and low hurdles and high 
jump for 15 points and the individual scoring title. These points also 
made Vidalia and Brantley team champion, first time before or since, 
one man has claimed all of the marbles. 


Even earlier, Brantley had provided the halfback leadership 
that brought Vidalia a state football championship. The 6-2, 175- 
pound picture athlete earned a grant-in-aid to Tech with his superior 
pigskin exploits. 


He might have been one of the great backs, too, had not illness 
and injury floored him with a flying tackle last year. But that’s 
getting a little ahead of the story. 


During his final fling at high school track, Brantley put a :14.7 
record in the State high hurdles archives. Then scholastic difficulties 
prevented his running for the Tech freshmen in outside events the 
next spring.

However, competing unattached in the Georgia AAU meet, he 
beat the Southeastern Conference high hurdles king. And Brantley’s 
future as a collegiate trackman appeared unlimited. 


Then came 1958 and his first varsity campaign on the cinders. 
And adversity. James was struck by an intestinal illness that 
cost him 40 pounds. He dropped from 187 to 147 pounds. He began 
finishing far behind hurdlers he once had beaten easily. But he 
wouldn’t quit. 


“I never thought about quitting,”’ Brantley said Sunday. “I got 
so weak for a while, though, I wondered if I was going to be able 
to walk, much less run. Some of those days when I finished so far 
back in the crowd were mighty hard for a man who wanted to win 
as bad as I did. I don’t think I ran the highs in better than :15.3 all 
spring. 


“But Coach (Norris) Dean was mighty patient with me, and I 
finally began getting some of my weight back.” 


But bad luck had not finished with Brantley. He suffered a 
knee injury last fall that finished his football career and left his 
track future in doubt. 


“I developed a trick knee that jumped out of joint nearly every 
time I twisted it,” Brantley said. ‘‘I wore a brace for a while, and 
we were going to have the knee operated on during the last Christ- 
mas holidays. But Coach Dean and I decided to give it one more 
chance, and if I still had trouble to get the operation in the spring. 
So far it hasn’t bothered me again.”’ 

In fact, he’s well on the way to becoming Tech’s most prolifie 
track point producer since the great Buddy Fowlkes.

James is running and jumping at about 165 or 170 pounds, and 
he says all he asks is about 10 more pounds to be back in the 
hurdling groove.

Northside 
Pipe Line 
Job Begins

Installation of the 3.5-mile-long, 
30-inch water main connecting the 
Northside four-million-gallon wa- 
ter storage tank with the Chatta- 
hoochee River water treatment 
station will begin Tuesday, accord- 
ing to Waterworks Manager Paul 
Weir. 


Weir filed a report with the 
aldermanic board’s water com- 
mittee. The facility is being in- 
stalled by Arthur Pew Construc- 
tion Co. and will extend from 
Northside drive to Bolton. Instal- 
lation cost will be $191,486. The 
pipe will be laid in Moores Mill 
road. 


Weir also told the committee 
that the Atlanta waterworks was 
awarded one of the highest safety 
recognitions in the country at the 
Southeastern section meeting of 
the American Waterworks Assn. 
The national association makes 
the award and follows the same 
procedures used by the National 
Safety Council in traffic and oth- 
er safety matters. 


$1 Million Need 


The city must have an addi- 
tional $1 million next year to 
maintain services at the present 
level because of continued 
growth, Ald. John A. White, 
chairman of the aldermanic 
board’s finance committee, told 
the Exchange Club. 


White said he will oppose any 
further increases in real estate 
taxes until other charges, includ- 
ing business licenses and various 
fees for city services are revised 
in proportion to the increase real 
estate already is paying. 


“We simply should equalize the 
charges and quit adding taxes ar- 
bitrarily to real estate,”” White 
asserted.

Argyle House — part dining es- 
tablishment, part antique shop — 


is the old summer home of the | 


Campbell family on Argyle Plan- 
tation, off the Marietta Highway 
in Cobb County. 


Operated by Miss Doitie Lips- 
comb, Argyle House features 
Continental cooking with taste. 
ful overtones of old-fashioned 
Southern cooking. 


Among its specialties are Kal- 
rulletter (beef-stuffed cabbage 
rolls) and Koenigsberger Klope (a 
dish similar to beef Stroganoff, 
but which is baked rather than 
allowed to simmer). Another spe- 
cialty is Zrazy, a Russian casse- 
role dish of beef, vegetables, ca- 
pers, onions, and sour cream. A 
particular favorite of Argyle 
House diners is the German dish, 
Roularden — rolls of thin-sliced 
sirloin of beef stuffed with onions 
and covered in a piquant gravy. 


SOUTHERN STYLE 


Miss Lipscomb likes to comple- 
ment such European entrees with 
Southern-style vegetables and 
breads. Among these are baked 
creamed turnips, eggplant souffle, 
eggplant Creole, and baked squash 
with folded-in layers of corn and 
tcmatoes. 


In the dessert line Miss Lips- 
comb says her customers are 
most fond of Norwegian straw- 
berry tarts and datenut maca- 
roons. 

A big favorite, too, are her corn 
pones, or ‘Yankee cookies,’ as 
Miss Lipscomb laughingly calls 
them. It seems that often unknow- 
ing Northerners, as they make 
their way around the buffet table, 
wil! suddenly say, “Look at the 
pretty cookies,” when they spy 
the corn pones. Thus, an addi- 
tional name has been given to 
this Southern delicacy, 

Incidentally, Miss Lipscomb 
sells pans like the ones she uses 
to cook her corn pones and fur- 
nishes her recipe for the bread 
along with the pans,
